Eighth Amendment ("Amendment- No. 8") to the Strategic 
Objective Grant Agreement for "Improved Family Health 
Sustainably Achieved" { "the Agreement") dated September 27, 
2006, between the Republic of the Philippines {"the Grantee") 
and the United States of America, acting through the United 
States Agency for International Development 
{"USAID") (collectively, the "Parties") . This Agreement 
previously amended on May 9, 2 007, September 25, 2007, 
September 27, 2007, September 3, 2008, September 28, 2009, 
September 22, 2010, and April 07, 2011 is hereby further 
amended as follows : 

SECTION A: Contribution of the parties is amended as follows: 

I. Section 3.1 (USAID Contribution): 

Section 3.1(a) of the Agreement is hereby amended by 
deleting "One Hundred Thirty Million Two Hundred Sixteen 
Thousand One Hundred Forty Seven United States (U. S .) dollars 
($130,216,147)" and substituting in lieu thereof "One Hundred 
Sixty Two Million Six Hundred Fifty Three Thousand One Hundred 
Forty Seven United States U.S. dollars ($162,653,147)." 

Section 3.1(b) of the Agreement is hereby amended by 
deleting "One Hundred Thirty Million Two Hundred Sixteen 
Thousand One Hundred Forty Seven U.S. Dollars ("U.S. 
130,216,147)" and substituting in lieu thereof "One Hundred 
Sixty Two Million Six Hundred Fifty Three Thousand One Hundred 
Forty Seven U.S. dollars ($162,653,147)." 
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2. Section 3.2 (Grantee Contribution): Section 3.2 of the 
Agreement is deleted in its entirety and the following is 
substituted in lieu thereof: 

Section 3.2 (Grantee Contribution): 

(a) The Grantee's contribution (based on USAID's contribution 
in 3.1(a) will not be less than the equivalent of Fifty Nine 
Million, Four Hundred Fifty Two Thousand, Two Hundred Sixty 
U.S. Dollar $59,452,260), including in-kind contributions. 
The Grantee will report at least annually in a format to be 
agreed upon with USAID on its cash and "in-kind" 
contributions. 

3 . The Attachment (Illustrative Financial Plan) to Annex I 

(Amplified Description) of the Agreement is deleted in its 
entirety end the attached Attachment 1 to Annex 1 is 
subsci cuued in lieu thereof. 

SECTION B: Article 4 (Completion Date) of the Agreement is 
amended as follows:

4. Article 4, Section 4.1 (a) of the Agreement is hereby 
amended by deleting ^September 30, 2 012" and substituting in 
lieu thereof ^September 30, 2013." 

SECTION C: Except as specifically amended or modified herein 
the Agreement shall remain in full force and effect in 
accordance with all of its terms. 

SECTION D: Effectiveness. This Amendment No. 8 shall enter 
into force when signed by both Parties hereto.
